Sufferers From East Carondelet — It 
Will Be a Long Time Before Farming 
Can Be Resumed, and Many of the 
Refugees Will Never Return to Their 
Old Homes. 


The river still presents an ominous appear- 
ance to-day, and, while it has shown a ten- 
dency to subside during the past twenty-four 
hours, still continues to hold in almost 
hopeless despair the hundreds of suffer- 
ers that it has robbed of home and property. 
Bince yesterday m the water-gauge 
indicates that the river has only fallen one- 
tenth of a foot and is now at a stana-still. At 
Kansas City the Missouri is steady at . i. but 
from local showers higher up a slight rise 
will reach that point to-night and the Mis- 
souri will probably remain in ſts present con- 
dition until Friday. The Upper Mises pt is 
rising very slowly at Peoria, Quincy and 
Louisiana, and from present prospects it is 
hardly probable that the Mississippi will tau 
more than a foot at this point before Sunday. 

Only a few of the stores have resumed bust 
ness on the Levee.and those that have dis- 
played :e energy to do so have erected 
platforms four feet high over the 
floor proper, and what few customers that 
venture therein, do so at the risk of receiv- 
ing a thorough drenching. At the foot of 
Olive street the Paal Tulane is tied up with 
her stage plank within ten feet of a little 
saloon door. It is a pitiful sight to see little 
children, tired and sleepy. hanging on to the 
hands of their mothers as they are paddled 
along on a raft from one building to another. 
The water has receded so slowly and in such 
an uncertain way that the large factories 
on this or the east side of 
the river have been unable to 
resume work, and other establishments that 
have been flooded have made no attempts to 
resume. H of laborers are still out 
of employm 

The gauge shows that the river is 2.6 
above the danger line, and with very slight 
prospects of falling to any great ex- 
tent for several. days, owing to rains in 
the Upper Mississippi and Missouri districts.

The Post-DisPaTcs Relief Fund is growing.

Contributions are 
pouring in from all quarters, But more is 
needed. The work is hardly begun, and it 
will be many weeks before the homeless, who 
are utterly helpless as well, can be placed in 
the way of helping themselves. The situa- 
tion is one which calls for the largest liber- 
ality and Christian charity. Seldom has a 
calamity so great overwhelmed so many peo- 
ple. Almost without warning the dwellers in 
the lowlands along the two great rivers have 
been bereft of their crops, their household 
furniture, and even their little houses, many 
of which were borne away by the torrent and 
floated aon the river. The actual situation 
of these people should be thoroughly under- 
stood. They cannot take a single step 
towards recovering their independence with- 
out help from others. They are flat on their 
backs. They must have clothes, 
they must have seed, Unless 
these are provided for by charitable 
people, they are likely to be a charge upon 
the community for an Indefinite time. The 
essential thing to do is to give them a start. 
After that they can take care of themselves. 

The excursion given on the Grand Republic 
yesterday afternoon brought $221.50. - This 
amount comprises the receipts without de- 
duction for expenses, which were all 
donated. The boat was chartered for the 
occasion by the Post-Dispatrca. The im- 
mensé steamer was crowded by an interested 
multitude, eager to get a glimpse of the 
havoc wrought by the water. Oapt. Thor- 
wegan again demonstrated the excellence of 
his boat and his own ability to take care of 
great crowds and make them feel comfort- 
able and at home. Not the slightest accident 
occurred to disturb the pleasure of the sight- 


seers.

Ar THEY BURN. 


Upon the Finishing Depends the Resist- 
ance of Buildings to Flames. 


From the Enginecring Magazine. 

Any one who has ever witnessed the rapid 

read ofa great fire may well doubt the re. 
— of a steel building, guarded only 
with a thin veneer of non-heat-conducting 
material. In the great Boston fire the writer 
witnessed the spread ofthe flames to wind- 
ward across a street 120 feet wide in sucha 
manner as would utterly forbid him from 
ever granting a policy upon a tall office 
Dullding constructed in the manner de- 
scribed, which might be exposed to the heat 
generated by the combustion ofa warehouse 
of ordinary construction in proximity to it. 

The instances of the complete destruction 
of so-called fire-proof factories, store houses, 
wheat elevators and other buildings com- 
posed mainly of iron and brick are so numer- 
ous as to have given underwriters a profound 
distrust of iron or steel, unless so thickly en- 
cased with non-heat conducting material as 

not to be liable tobe heated tothe point of 
dangerous expansion. 

I once com puted the heat units in the many 
cords of pine wood partition, sheathing, etc., 
in what purported to be a slow-burnin 
warehouse of heavy mill construction and 
found that it would have sufficed to supply 
Charcoal enough to melt alarge charge of 
big: iron in a puddling furnace. 

tthus happens thet one often finds in the 
papers a record ofthe complete destruction 
by Ore of what had been called either a fire- 
proof bullding or a building of so-called mill 
construction, or a slow-burning bullding free 
from hollow spaces and m many of 
the faults which infest the common examples 
of combustible architecture—merely because 
the same foresight which had been exercised 
inthe main elements of construction had 
been lost in dealing with the finish. Ali these 
Causes of danger are he’ atin an even in 
buildings which might wholly safe from 
the rap 4 combustion of any part uf the build - 
ing itself it common sense had been applied 
to the finish. 

It therefore follows that the true question 
of safety does not consist wholly either in 
limiting the height, or the number of stories, 
— the width an length of floorareas. Each 
af these elements must be dealt with, in con. 
nection with the method of finishing, and 


4¢ven then the final consideration must be 


given to the geo use or contents of such 
buildings. ntil all thes® elements have 
Deen carefully considered, and until specific 
rules have been established in regard to * 
and all the elements thatI have nam 
— conclusion can reached either * 
t to een, * of stories, or area 
of f r,sofar as the danger of loss by Are 
ig concerned.

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GOOD CROPS POSSIBLE YET. 


The last report of the Missouri State 
Weather Service summarized the crop con- 
ditions in yesterday’s Post-DISPATOH as 
& catalogue of irreparable damages and 
heavy losses, and summed it all up in the 
statement that throughout the State 
*‘such a general gloomy outlook has not 
prevailed in the past fifty years. 

If this does not exaggerate the situation 
in Missouri it is a conservative statement 
of the situation throughout the entire 
Mississippi Valley group of States. Such 
ot them as are more dependent on either 
wheat or cotton than Missouri is, and re- 
ceived such low prices for last year’s 
crops, must be in much worse condition 
than she is, with her more varied crops 
and sources of wealth, to stand a year of 
disasters and short crops. 

But there is time enough yet for ener- 
getic farmers to greatly change the present 
outlook and to raise crops, which, though 
smaller than last year’s, may be worth 
more. Some compensations always attend 
these visitations. Probably the gloomiest 
outlook that ever confronted the farmers 
of Western Missouri and Kansas was in 
the last week of May and the first half of 
June, 1875, when the young Rocky Moun- 
tain locusts ate up every green thing in the 
planting season of the year following a 
year of crop failures. It was a 
maxim there that summer drouths 
were generally sure to blast late 
planted crops, and farmers planted im- 
ported seed corn in June with scarcely 2 
ray ot hope. Butthelocuste flew away; 
the succeeding months were exceptionally 
favorable to everything planted; all nox- 
fous weeds and insects disappeared with 
the locusts; seed left by the latter soon 
covered the denuded pastures with a new 
kind of grass; the heaviest crops of roots 
and grain ever seen matured in fine condi- 
tion that year, and besides her corn crop 
Kaneas had 350, 000, 000 worth of wheat to 
spare. 

It often happens that an exceptionally 
bad spring is followed by an exceptionally 
favorable summer and autumn. Splendid 
crop of June-planted corn have been 
raised all over Missouri, Illinois and Kan- 
das and can be raised again, even when 
planted as late as the Mth of June. With 
their longer seasons the more Southern 
States can make good food crops when 
planted still later, and their inability to 
raise more than half a cotton crop this 
yoar may prove a blessing in disguise.

Should it be understood when the Min-

SUB-MARINE GUNNERY. 


Further Tests of the Ericsson Projectile 
Made Yesterday. 

New Yorks, May 4.—Two more shots were 
fred under water yesterday at the Navy 
Yard in contination of the tests of Ericsson's 
improved sub-marine gun and torpedo.

Bupa Pesta, May .- Tue currency reform 
bills introduced in the Hungarian diet agree 
in their maim points with those laid before 
the Austrian Parliament, One of the meas- 
ures directs the otification of the with- 
drawal or the redemption of the & per cent 
paper rentesto the total value of 858 , 000,000 
florins, as well as of the bonds and shares of 
the State railways maturing after July 1 next. 
The notification of withdrawal isto be pub 
lished at least three months in advance. The 
Minister of Finance is authorized in exchange 
for the rentes to be redeemed toissue stock 
at a lower rate of interest, payable in 
kronen, and to replace the rallway securities 
by a corresponding issue of 4 per cent’ gold 
rentes, secured by the railways in question 
and redeemable within seventy -five years. 

The preamble of the bill says that the Min- 
ister of Finance has procured from the avail- 
able funds in the treasury 4,000,000 gold 
florins and that according to the treaty 
clause determining Hungary's quota, a 
further sum of 83,600,000 gold florins will, 
therefore, be required for the redemption of 
the Hungarian State notes. These amounts 
will suffice if the budgets of Austria and 
Hungary for the next few years showa sur- 
plus. Should the export trade of the mon- 
archy take an unfavorable tarn it would be- 
come necessary to make further gold pur- 
chases, 

The standard of coinage is to be such that 
2,962 kronen will go to a Kilogramme of gold 
having a fineness of 900-1,000, that is to say 
8,800 kronen will be coined out of a kilo- 
gramme of pure gold. The gold coins will be 
0 and 10 kronin pieces and will be struck 
both on state and private account. Ducats 
will continue to be minted as coins for trad- 
ing purposes. In addition to these gold 
coins, the present Austrian silver coins will 
remain in circulation, the Austrian silver 
florin being equivalent to 2 kronen. The 
fractional currency will consist of one kronen 
and 50 heller pieces in silver, 20 and 10 heller 
pieces in nickel and 2 and iheller pieces in 
bronze. The silver coinage will have a fine 
ness of 885-1,000 and 200 one krone pieces will 
go to a kilogramme of silver. 

Austria’s share in the new coinage is fixed 
as follows: Silver coin, 140,000,000 kronen; 
nickel coinage, — — 000 Kronen. and bronze 
coin, 18,200,000 kronen: The 7 Austrian 
pa per tokeng will remain in cireulation for 
the present, 1 forin Deing equal to 7 kronen. 
The Gause in the ooinage treaty between 
Austria and Hungary Getermining the quota 
of coins to be contributed by each State 
provides for the colnage in the two halves of 
the monarchy together of 200,000,000 kronen 
silver pieces, 600,000,000 nickel Pieces and 26, - 
000,000 bronze pieces. Arrangémeuts will 
be made at the proper moment for the regu- 
lation of the paper circulation and the re- 
sumption of specie payments. The Austro- 
Hungarian coinage treaty is to remain in 
operation until the end of 1910, and as soon as 
it comes into force the. two GovernmMents will 
resume negotiations witha view to making 
the adoption of the crown unit compulsory in 
the monetary numeration of the country, 
Arrangements will also then be made for the 
regular and general circulation of the new 
coinage, the regulation of the paper cur- 
rency and for the enactment of laws for the 
resumption of specie payments. 

The third bill provides that pecuniary ob- 
ligations may be discharged in gold florins 
aswell as in the new gold coins of the 
country, forty-two Austrian gold florins be- 
ing equal to 100 kronen. The fourth bill con- 
tains an appendix to the statutes of the Aus- 
tro-Hungarian bank imposing upon the lat- 
ter the obligation of exchanging at any time 
against bank notes the legal gold coin at 
their nominal value as well as gold bars ac- 
cording to the legal coinage standard of the 
kronen currency. 

The fifth bill authorizes the Minister of Fi. 
nance to raise a loan for procuring the bul- 
lion required for the new coinage. The new 
joan is to be issued in the form of a 4 per cent 
Austrian gold rente, free of taxes, and Aus- 
trian florins to the amount Of 183, 456,000 are to 
be redeemed in the new coinage in gold.

BELGIUM'S CONSTITUTION. 


A ROTAL DECREE APPROVES THE PROPOSED 
REVISION. 

BRUSSELS, May 24.—A decree was published 
to-day. containing a declaration that the 
King approves of the resolution recently 
adopted by the Senate and Chamber of 
Deputies providing for a revision of the con- 
stitution. After the Senate and Chamber 
have voted that certain articles of the con- 
8 are to be revised, those bodies be- 

come ipso facto subject to dissolution, and 
their suceessors, elected within a period of 
two months, will acquire the powers of a 
constituent assembly. 

Im accordance with this provision the de- 
cree of to-day dissolves parliament and fixes 
June 14 as the date for holding the elections. 
There are several articles of the constitution 
that it ig proposed to revise. The most im- 

nt of these is article 47, which opens up 
® question of universal suffrage and article 
26, under which there is a project for intro- 
ducing the referendium system. This latter 
question is held to be more important to Bel- 
gium than theextension of the franchise. 
When the agitation for constita- 
tional revision had reached its 
height King Leopold impressed upon his 
ministers the necessity for meeting the de- 
mand and at the same time incorporating in 
the constitution the best of safeguards 
against hasty decisions, confused issues and 
dangerous legislation. This, His Majesty 
held, would be attained by adopting the 
referendium principle, The form of referen- 
ium proposed in Belgium is to be applied on 
the initiative of the King, not only to bills 
passed by Parliament, but also to bills pro- 
posed, It is contended that by following this 
course it will be possible to avert legislation 
which might result in straining the relations 
with foreign countries.

|@ROUNDS FOR FEAR. 


11 Precautions Are Not Taken Sickness 
Will Follow the Flood. 


0 
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INCREASE IN THE DEATH RATE AFTER 
PREVIOUS OVERFLOWS. 


The State Board of Health Announces Its 
Inability to Do Anything for Lack of 
Money—What the Local Board Will Do 
~The Necessity for Action Olearly 
Shown. 


The State Board of Health, according to 
Dr. Atkinson, the Secretary, will take no 
steps toward preventing evil consequences 
in the shape of malarial and other fevers, 
which invariably follow the floods. The 
board, he states, has no funds and will, 
therefore, be helpless in the matter. Before 
making this announcement, it appears that 
Secretary Atkinson consulted with the local 
members and heard from the others through 
the mails. The State Board estimates that 
it will take a large sum of money to disinfect 
the places that need it throughout the flooded 
districts, and that the board having a de- 
pleted treasury can consequently do nothing. 

MUCH ILLNESS WILL ENSUE. 

Interviews with prominent physicians. pub- 
lished in SunDAY’sS PosT-DiIsPaTcH, show that 
the increase of malarial and other 
fevers attending the floods gener- 
ally borders on the alarming stage. 
They are right, too, that unless 
heroic remedies are resorted to in this city 
much illness will ensue, 

The Health Department records do not run 
back to the floods of 1844 and 1858, but they 
are in good condition for the year of 1883, 
when the river reached a stage nearly as 
high as it has been during the past two 
weeks, The figures showa large increase in 
the number of deaths from zymatic causes 
for the quarter succeeding the food 
period.
